The Colt's soU cocking double action pis- 


tols arc too vrall known to need any doscrip- 
.ion, and perhaps tho same may bo snicl of 
tho new lightning mngiiziiio rifle, which 
works on tlio pump principle similar to tho 
Spencer pun, ntnl which aro called in sposts- 
iiim's parlance, '-stoninch pumps." FiRecn 
,helis can be placed in tho magazine and fired 
ver}' ra;)idly, while tho perfect niechanism of 
tho riilp prevents dogging and insures per- 
fect stifuty. 
Tho reputation of tho Colt'3 


shot gun is too wull established to need any 
recommendation. 
The 
now iiainmei-less 


double barreled gun is now in geat clcmnr.u, 
especially among sportsmen who enjoy trap 
shooting", anil tho best scores mndo at' Oiesj 
matches are won with the Colt gnu. 
Whilo 


wo point with pride to our superiority over 
other eouii! rk's in our mechanical and manu- 
facturing establishments, it is somewhat 
humiliating to bo told that tho barrels for all 
,heso guns are imported in a rough stat<>, tuid 
that none of thorn are nude in this country. 
These, barrels come singly, and the soldering 
nnd Qtting up is dor.o liuro, so that all guns 
aro ranged to shoot alike. 


THE "cnoicn EOr.E." 


A great improvement ovor tho old fash- 


ioned shot gun—and especially is this so for 
clay pigeon shooting—is tho choke bore. This 
consists in boring tho barrel so that it is 
much smaller at tho' muzzle, and the shot 
do not scatter, as in the straight boro. Many 
of these guns aro made to order acd choked 
to suit tlio fancy of tho purchaser. 
From 


300 to -100 is tho tisua.1 number selected. 
Perhaps tin explanation would mako this 
moro intelligible to tho majority of your 
readers, and means simply that tho gun as 
teted at tho armory will nt a distance of 
forty yards in a charge of ono and ono eighth 
ounces No. K shot send 300 shot within the 
radius of it thirty inch circle. 


One of thesa guns was recently ordered, to 


.vcigh twelve pounds, and it will stand a 
charge of fivo drums of powdor and two 
ounces of shot— a miniature cannon, which 
ought to give tho owner a decided advantage 
in trap shooting over ono with a light gun, 
using only the regulation charge of three 
drams of powder and ono and 0:10 eighth 
ounces of shot. 


Tho Catling gun Li constantly being im- 


proved, and through the kindness oC one of 
tho firm wo were shown tho latest improve- 
ments. Somo sizes of tho guns havo two 
feeds, and aro so constructed that ono hun- 
dred shots can bo fired in two and ono half 
seconds. One can scarcely believe this unless 
tie has seen it, as it seems impossible that tho 
cartridges rail bo placed in tho gun, iircil 
nnd extracted so rapidly. 
A new feed has 


been invented, by which tho loading canister 
can bo dispensed with nnd tho cartridges slid 
from the box into two slots, which hold 
them by tbo rim till they fall into tho grips, 
which carry them into tho chamber. 


THOTINE TYPESETTER. 


Tho Thorno typesetter is to ono interested 


in now machinery tho most attractive cud 
peculiar machine now made in tbe shop. 
And by tho courtesy of Mr. Joseph Thome, 
tho inventor, we wcro shown its entire 
peculiar workings. 
This machine has been 


recently described, but many improvements 
havo been added, and tho working of the 
machine is now said to bo quite perfect. Tho 
s:zo -•' tbo cylinder has been increased, and 
eighty-two "letters, figures nnd characters 
used by the printer can bo placed ia ono 
machLio. The inventor claims that with 
two men and a boy to feed in tho type tho 
work equals that accomplished by sis men ir 
the old way; or that by this machine TOO 
ems can bo set up in oight minutes. 


All the type used ill Gen, L- ;an's book 


was set up with or.o of thcs; machines. 
They cost $2,000, the indexing n. 1 fitting in 
of the guides for the nicked combination on 
the typo requiring a largo amount of skillcc 
and exact labor. To operate the machine re- 
quires only tho !:amo skill and practice needed 
to successfully run a Typewriter.—Cor.

Tho accent began slowly to elmngo as we 


swept north.

out of our beautiful red velvet coupe as Car- 
lisle it had hardened vorypercoptibly. When 
wo Imd landed i:i Liverpool tho effect of 
hear-in? tlio Enfcish accent everywhere was 
peculiar, Coming fresh from tho laud where 
it is a. matter of derision for tho small wits, 
nnd evon the imtivo English who employ it 
ore suspected of ntTcotiition, a whole nation 
Hcoincd to be struck with an attack of Anglo- 
mania. But it v/as more; curious still 1.0 hear 
the soft English givo way bei'oro the i-udo 
gales ot the north, anil change most ptrcopti- 
Ijly lioi'.r by hour, till at last, at Dumfries, 
it w:ui thick enough to tell us that wo wero 
in Scotland. 


"\V'e wcro in tlio lar.d of Burns—for at 


Dumfries Us monuments begin—and tho 
mere mention of his name sets the Si-otch 
lon^ues a-wagging. Bums diod at Dum- 
fries, and thero is n beautiful monument to 
in's memory in tho yard of St. Michael's. 
But though Dumfries claimed him at his 
death, Ayr claimed him at his birth, and 
Ayr is forty mik-s away—a very consider- 
able distance in Scotland. 
So long a jour- 


ney involved another change of train, for 
though Ayr is known tho wor'.d over in let- 
tors, from a railroad point of view it is an 
obscure place. 
So we wero whirled to tho 


market town of Kilmarnock, to catch tho 
ittle branch railway. 
Onr beautiful red 


velvet coupe had degenerated to gray cor- 
duroy at Carlisle, and at Kilmarnock we had 
mother drop to bluo felt. 


Thero is scarcely a roan from Dumfries to 


Ayr who cannot rcuito you almost every 
301'in that Burns over v\Tote. and the tiniest 
ad or lass will point out to you tho braes of 
Ba!lor:!miyla, tho castle of Montgomery, or 
tho banks o' Boon, and toll you which ono 
of Bobbio Burns' man}' sweethearts lived 


KVEIIYTIITXO IN ORDEH. 


Everything seems to bo in order in Scot- 


land, especially in tho west countrco. 
IVo 


went through miles of swelling land where- 
tho fields wcro newly plowed, and every 
"urrow was as straight ns an arrow. 
Tlio 


.ledges were ns trim as in England. 
There 


was not a blade of culivated grass avrry, :ind 
the humble, simple littln cottages, plain to 
the last degree, all aliko and without one 
singlo attempt at architectural ornnmnr.t, 
•\vcro each and all as clean, well kept and 
fresh as a good housewife's drosser. 
Even 


tho moors at tho edge of tho horizon, not yet 
purple with tlio August heat, looked trim 
nnd swept, and anything but wild. 


Tlio train pulled up with a little snort 


about IJ in tlic afternoon, and wo found our- 
selves at Ayr. 
Another change of accent. 


Tho man of Ayr speaks as differently from 
the man of Dumfriesshire, as Dumfriesshire 
is different from tho man of Carlisle. 


Ono does not wonder so much that Bobby 


Burns became a poet when ono gets into his 
pretty, fresh, green little country. It is the 
most inspiring little land in tho world, with 
its tricksy skies, its bluo mooi-s, its moist 
greenness and its world of traditions.

3'ou find that it has but ilio two rooms of 
every Scotch peasant's home, "but tho 
boose" and ''ben tho hoose." "Ben tho 
hoose" is what tho old timo Yankees used to 
call tho kcepin' room. 
"But tho hooso" is 


whpro all the living seems to bo done. For 
tho mother's short bed with its cotton cur- 
tainsstiindsin ono corner, the tall, o'.d eight- 
day clock stands silent at its foot, as if, hav- 
ing ticked nt tho death and bi:-th of Bobbio 
Bums, it had done its lito work and stopped. 
For these old Scotch clocks never wear out. 
There was a well filled dresser in another cor- 
ner, nnd from the crunc in tbo great open 
fireplace sonic black pots still hung. Thero 
wero somo old tables and chairs which Bobbio 
had mutilated with his own unconscious 
poet's hand, and tho sinking stone floor 


'as tho same over which his baby feet tod- 


dled long before any ono could know of l:ls 
divino gift. 


THE BIG BELrC nOOM. 


Tho big relic room is filled with mementos 


of Bums, many of them so slight that only 
,ho most loving hand would havo collected 
.hem, for what mementos could there bo in 
tho sliort and simple annals of a peasant's 
life? 
Being a poet, his manuscripts are his 


chief relics, and many of them arc hero 
under glass. 
Thero aro quantities of poems 


to Burns, man}- of them—tho best of them, 
indeed—by 
American 
poets. 
Srangely 


enough, the poem by Fitz Greene Hallcck— 
one of the best Burns poems ever written, 
though it seems to be an unfamiliar one—is 
not in the collection. 
Tho chairs occupied 


by Tarn O'Slmnter and Soutcr Jolmny upon 
that melancholy occasion when they "boozed 
at tho nappy." occupy a raised dais at,tho 
nd of tho room, and no ono less immortal 
than this worthy nvnin has over been allowed 
to occupy them since these gentlemen passed 
into verse. 


The cottage keeper, a shrewd, rosy Scotch- 


man, with as merry an eye as ever twinkled, 
finding us an enthusiastic group, read "Tarn 
O'Shantcr" to us from tho original manu- 
script, .How deliciously it sounded, rolling 
freshly from tho lips of a. native Scotchman 
there upon its very own ground and with 
tho very own handwriting of the poet before 
our eyes, with Alloway and tho banks o' 
Boon just out the window, and all tho pretty 
country that ho enchanted rising up around 
us. Ho had a turn for humor, our Scotch 
reader, and when ho cair.e to those passages 
which in these days would bo called Swin- 
burneian, but in thoso days wero only Jiurn- 
ian, ho rolled his merry eyes urolly, to seo i?, 
being but stupid Americans, v;o took the 
point.—"Betsy B." in The Argonaut.

Successful Attempt to KcaJIze tlio Dream 


of Slimy 
rt 1'hilonthvoplnt—Facts for 


tlio 
Humanitarian's 
Comldorntloii. 


Work on the "Farms." 


The founder of tho Dutch agricultural 


colonies was Gen. Van den Bosch, about 
seventy years ago. 
It is to tho genius of 


this man that Holland owes tho splendid de- 
velopment ot her East Indies, especially the 
island of Java. 
Ho instituted what was 


called tho Society of Beneflcency, which at- 
tained a membership of 20.000 during tho 
first years of its existence. ' A subscription 
of ijl was the requisite for membership. 
With tho funds thus obtained and some gov- 
ernment aid tlio society acquired three great 
tracts of wiid heath land, to which other 
tracts wero from tinw to time added. 


The original scheme was an attempt to 


make a pros[>erous community out of a mixt- 
ure of tho pool-, the beggars, tho indolent 
and tho criminals, and this resulted in tom'. 
failuro. 
This mixture, the residuum of tho 


large towns, was partly forced upon the 
society by the government as a condition of 
sundry necessary stnto subsidies. But the 
government did not give tlio society tho 
power to repress the roughs and coerce the 
improvident aiid the intemperate. However, 
tho cntorpriso was started and struggled on 
till 185!), when it broke down from tho cause 
stated above. 
Then thero was a revolution 


in tlio organization of tho colonies. 
Tho 


government took tliu beggars and criminals 
oil' the society's hands, and established them 
in two remote colonies of its own. 
It also 


paid the society's debts and gave it a fresh 
start. 
Tho two government colonies havo not 


been an entire success, inasmuch as inveter- 
ate beggars and drunkards aro placed for 
iorms of a year as a punishment, and local 
poor boards have also tbo privilege of send- 
ing thither their paupers. This makes of 
these colonies a sort of agricultural prison, 
and their greatest success so far has been in 
relieving communities tor tho timo being of 
objectionable members. In regard to in- 
veterate drunkards it may be remarked that 
the experiments havo shown a prison to bo 
the only practicable plom for them, nnd 
since tho 1st of September thoy havo been 
excluded from tho penal colonies. 


The colonies of tho society Lave done 


. better. They ore collected on three "oords," 


or great farms, near Stconwyl:, whcro they 
occupy an area of li.OOO acres and havo an 
average population of 1,800 persons. The 
"oords" consist of 1,000 acres of small farms 
of allotments of between six and seven acres 
each, distributed among 220 households; also 
3,250 acres divided into six model or educa- 
tional forms o( about 200 acres each, worked 
by tho society for the general interest nnd as 
an example to neighboring farmers. 
There 


nro 1,200 acres of woodland and 1,000 acres 
of open spaces, turf lands, canals and roads. 
Considerable attention is given to forestry, 
and over 20,000 oaks have been planted

ordorlv or vicious persons are retained. 
It 


is onlj- by strict adherence to this principle 
that the usefulness and oven the existence of 
theso colonies is maintained. 
By their 


operation on average of nearly 2,000 persona 
ore rendered'se'.f supporting and prepared to 
help themselves whon thoy depart. By this 
enterprise, moreover, thousands of acres of 
wild land havo been converted into luxuriant 
gardens.—Oar Country Home.
